1 am pleased to announce that the County has received $6,491,066 reimbursement from the U.S. Justice 
Department's Fiscal Year 2000 State Criminal Alien Assistance Program (SCAAP), making this the 
fourth award received, to date, under the program. 

Since these represent unbudgeted funds in the County's FY2001 budget, I am recommending that these 
funds be permanently transferred to the Forest Preserve District to immediately replenish the Working 
Cash Fund. Additionally, a surplus of $1.8 million currently exists in the County's Expressway 
Construction Fund. These funds are the remainder of bonds issued in the 1950s and 1960s to construct 
the area's expressway system, and have been a small part of the County's fund balance for a number of 
years. Since these funds represent proceeds from long retired bonds, I am recommending that these funds 
also be transferred to the District. These transfers will serve to (i) reduce the $16.2 million deficit to 
approximately $7.9 million; (ii) provide needed liquidity to the District until property tax distributions 
and seasonal golf revenues are received; and (iii) demonstrate to the rating agencies and the investment 
community our commitment to solving the current financial problems at the District. 
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Along with other steps taken to date, I firmly believe that this action further represents my commitment to 
addressing the long-term financial challenges facing the District. With the continued support of the 
Board, together, we can ensure that the future of the District is protected.

Fund will serve to (i) reduce the $16.2 million deficit to approximately $7.9 million; (ii) provide needed 
liquidity to the District until property tax distributions and seasonal golf revenues are received; and (iii) 
demonstrate to the rating agencies and the investment community the County Board’s commitment to 
solving the current financial problems facing the Forest Preserve District. 

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved: 

That the Chief Financial Officer of Cook County be authorized and directed to take all actions 
necessary to effect the transfer of the $6,491,066 SCAAP funds and the $1,800,000 surplus Expressway 
Construction Funds to the General Fund of the Cook County Forest Preserve District with the restriction 
that these funds be used to replenish the Working Cash Fund.
